SHY* tke Turkey Featben. 


Now that tho season for turkeys is 


approaching, we would adviae our read- 
era to Uko care of the feathers. 
Here- 


tofore very little use has been made of 
turkey feathers, there being no market 
for them. 
Occasionally a wing would 


be saved to make a fan, and that wag 
about all. 
But 
now quite a demand 


has sprung up lor them in making 
brushes and dusters, and when tlic 
feathers are properly taken oaro of, a 
good price may be obtained for them. 
In MTJog them, put them in bags like 
goose feathers, but the body, wing and 
tail feathers should be kept separate, 
and each kind packed in a box by itself. 
For tail and wing feathers, the 
box 


should bo a little wider than the leather 
is long, and the feather laid in tho box 
straight, care being taken that the sides 
and ends of tho feathers do not curl up, 
as that spoiln the feathers for making 
dusters, nnd thereby injuring the sale 
of them 
In Hcleoting the wing tenth 


cr*, lea^c out thu third joint, ur that 
part commonly used as n fun, as the 
feathers on that part of the wing arc 
utfless for making dusters. Body feath- 
ers should be kept as straight an possi 
blt>, »nd alin packed in boxed. 
Care 


should be taken to keep llic ft-athers 
perfectly dry, as wet feathcru are un- 
salable— turkeys therefore should h« all 
dry-pifkcd.
